Slightly over a fortnight will have 
elapsed before the loyal Pennsylvania 
deaf assemble in convention at the 
capital city of the State—Harrisburg. 
From the 4th to the 7th of September, 
the young men and women of tin 
present day, along with a few of the 
white haired boys that still linger, will 
celebrate the Fiftieth Anniversary of 
the existence of the Pennsylvania 
Society for the Advancement of the 
Deaf. 

It was at Harrisburg, Pa., that the 
society was organized. And it is en¬ 
tirely due to the efforts of two young 
students of Gallaudet College—the 
late Robert M. Ziegler and the late 
Brewster R. Allabough—that the Or¬ 
ganization was brought about. They 
agitated the question in the Deaf- 
Mutes’ Journal over fifty years ago, 
and so enthused the deaf of the Key 
stone State that the initial meeting 
was held. On this occasion, the name 
adopted was the Pennsylvania Associa¬ 
tion of the Deaf, but at a later con¬ 
vention, held at Scranton, Pa., the 
name was changed to the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Society for the Advancement of 
the Deaf, largely through the advice 
and suggestion of the late Rev. Henry 
Winter Syle, who was a prominent 
and enthusiastic member from the 
beginning. That the name was ap¬ 
propriately chosen, has been amply 
proven; for in no State has there been 
demonstrated a greater example of the 
benefits and success of unselfish co¬ 
operation. For solidarity, the deaf of 
Pennsylvania leads the way. For ac¬ 
complishments, the Home at Torres- 
dale that shelters the aged and infirm 
deaf whom the vicissitudes of life has 
made dependent, which members and 
friends have supported with money 
and extraneous gifts, alone confers 
honor upon the Society, though it 
only touches upon the most benevo¬ 
lent feature. 

It is expected that adequate recog¬ 
nition of the work of the founders will 
be given. The enthusiasm of Messrs. 
Ziegler and Allabough was tempered 
and directed by Rev. Henry Winter 
Syle, the most scholarly deaf-mute the 
world has ever known. 

Many who attended the first con¬ 
vention at Harrisburg have passed 
away, and the only deaf young man 
we can at the moment recall, as one 
of the observant but modest atten¬ 
dants, is at present the still vigorous, 
mentally alert, and always sapient 
Rev. Jacob M. Koehler.

Silk was first used in 2700 B.C., 
when a Chinese princess saw a cocoon 
in her garden and thought the fibrt 
was so good that she wanted a dress 
like it, then she collected many cocoons 
and took the fibre off and spun thread 
and wove cloth to make a dress. 

The Chinese kept the secret of silk 
for a very long time and said that they 
would sell the silk to other countries, 
but didn’t tell where they got it. It 
is imagined by the people that the 
secret was carried to India and Japan 
by the Chinese princesses who married 
men of those countries. At that time 
there was none of Europe who knew 
of the beautiful silk, and at last about 
600 a. d., two monks went to China 
where they learned the secret of the 
silk. When returning home from 
Europe, they brought some eggs of the 
silk worms, hidden in the hollows in 
the cancs, and took them to Europe, 
and that was the first that the western 
people knew of silk. 

Silk is an animal fibre, as it is pro¬ 
duced by silkworms which are fed up¬ 
on the leaf of the mulberry tree, which 
grows in fairly damp climate, there¬ 
fore the silk-wornf Is raised only in 
warm damp climates. They need a 
great deal of good care. 

Silkworms lay* very small eggs, like 
the pin heads. They arc hatched in 
about two weeks and small white- 
worms eat at)d grow and grow, and 
when they are full grown the skins 
break on their backs, as the skins are 
too small for them and come off, and 
the worms then are three inches long 
and are as thick as our lingers. Those 
worms grow sleepy and start to spin 
the cocoon, which is made of fine
